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Continuation of 13. Other: It is noted that the materials submitted are still not completely legible and some of the sheets appear to be 
incomplete as well (see also Table 2 on pages 13-14 of the specification - this appears to be incomplete too). In addition, it is not clear 
from the evidence and the language of the Declaration that the parameters of claim 1 were all demonstrated by a single experimental 
embodiment. Finally, the admissions in the submitted materials that at the time of the invention both the support and ink receptive 
coatings were known in the art is enough to obviate applicants' invention in the absence of a showing of unexpected results. Such a 
showing has not been made. 
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
